NEW DANGER 
The newly fou nd danger to 
bones of elderly persons was 
reported by Edwin A. Peets, 
biochemist at the Lamont Geo­ 
logical Laboratory of Colu mbia 
Univ ersity . 
A "limited amou nt of data,” 
said Peets, has shown the con­ 
centration of 
strontiu m-9 0 is 
greater in the bones of persons 
7 0 to 8 0 y ears old than in the 
av erage adu lt of 40 to 6 0 y ears. 
"Of prime 
concern,” 
said 
Peets, "is the contamination of 
food by strontiu m-9 0 which . . . 
will be ingested and deposited 
in the skeleton. The strontiu m- 
9 0 thu s deposited becomes a 
sou rce of internal radiation and 
may lead to the formation of 
bone cancer or possibly other 
diseases.” 
Ex periments on rats showed 
strontiu m-9 0 was rapidly de­ 
posited in their bones, he re­ 
ported.

He warn ed that “crash” p ro ­ 
grams in research can n o t so lv e 
all imp o rtan t scien tific p ro b­ 
lems becau se there are o n ly so 
man y cap able scien tists in the 
wo rld. 
No r will the ap p ro p riatio n o f 
“hu ge Slims” by Co n gress rem ­ 
edy o u r scien tific deficien cies, 
he said. Su ch actio n might sim­ 
p ly cau se scien tists to tran sfer 
fro m p riv ate in du stry to go v ­ 
ern men t wo rk, witho u t an y n et 
gain to this co u n try . 
“Ru ssia’s lau n chin g o f the 
first earth satellite did a great 
deal o f go o d fo r the Un ited 
States,” he said.

er step s to en co u rage edu catio n 
in scien ce an d mathematics as 
well as o ther fields.” 
“Tho u gh the Un ited States is 
u n do u btedly behin d Ru ssia in 
satellites an d in certain mis­ 
siles, we are ahead o f them in 
man y o ther fields o f scien ce 
an d techn o lo gy ,” he said. 
“Let u s n o t assu me that o u r 
o wn scien ce has been o f little 
co n seq u en ce.

AFL Labor League for Political 
Education endorsed both Dem­ 
ocratic Rep.

Birth Control 
Pill Works, 
Tests Indicate 


WASHINGTON (IP — Scion- 
tists believe that maybe—just 
maybe—they have found the 
long-sought 
“ birth 
control 
pill.” 


It is a synthetic hormone 
called progestin, made from 
the roots of a Mexican yam. 


Preliminary trials, conducted 
in Puerto Rico during the past 
few months, indicate that pro­ 
gestin is highly effective in in­ 
hibiting ovulation—and hence 
preventing pregnancy—among 
| women who take one pill a day 
from the fifth to the twenty- 
fifth day of their menstrual 
cycles. 


IMAGINARY PAINS 
No serious side effects were 
observed -in 
the 
continuing 
Puerto Rican tests. A number 
of women complained of upset 
stomachs after taking the pills. 
But in many cases this has 
proved to be purely psycho­ 
logical. The women continued 
to experience gastric disturb­ 
ances even when they were 
switched 
from 
progestin 
to 
sugar pills. 


Dr. John Rock, director of 
the Reproduction Study Center 
at Brookline, Mass., and one of 
the pioneers in progestin re­ 
search, said in an interview 
that much more extensive test­ 
ing will be required before doc­ 
tors can say positively that the 
pills have no long-range un­ 
desirable effects. 


RESULTS ENCOURAGING 
But he said the results so 
far are highly encouraging. 


Among one group of 206 
Puerto Rican wives who have 
been taking the pills for nearly 
a year, there have been 19 
pregnancies. All o c c u r r e d 
among women w’ho acknowl­ 
edged that they “ skipped” sev­ 
eral of the prescribed daily 
doses. 
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Brewster Contempt 


Conviction Reversed 


WASHINGTON UP— The U.S. | 
Court of Appeals by a 2-1 vote 
today reversed the contempt of 
Congress conviction of Frank 
Brewster, Western boss of the 
Teamsters Union. 


The majority took the view 
that the Senate investigations 
subcommittee, 
before 
which 
Brewster refused to answer 
questions and produce records, 
was investigating in a field be­ 
yond its authority. 


Brewster, 60, wt§s sentenced 
to a year in jail and fined 
$1,000—the maximum for con­ 


tempt of Congress. 
The sentence was imposed by 
U.S. Dist. Judge John J. Sirica, 
who rejected Brewster's con­ 
tention that he acted in good 
faith on the ground he hon­ 
estly believed the subcommit­ 
tee lacked jurisdiction to con­ 
duct an inquiry into the union’s 
activities. 


By a 2-1 vote, the appellate '■ 
court also reversed the con-, 
tempt of Congress conviction 
of Nugent Lapoma, secrctary- 
treasuror of Seattle Local 174! 
of the Teamsters.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Plantings Have Begun To 
Make 101 A Redwood Road 


Work has started on the planting of 
red wood s along the length of the Red ­ 
wood Highway . And we're sorry we d id ­ 
n't know abou t it sooner. 
Bu t the u nlikely ex planation is that 
the Div ision of Highway s, not noted for 
being reticent abou t pu blicity , d id the 
plantings on the Q T. Thu s ev en as we 
wrote an ed itorial in this space last 
month chid ing the d iv ision for inaction, 
trees alread y had been in the grou nd for 
more than a month. 
For ou r snid e remarks, therefore, we 
apologize to the Div ision of Highway s. 
Bu t we aren't as contrite as we might 
be. becau se the assistant state highway 
engineer in San Francisco ju st fou nd 
ou t abou t the plantings too. 
This is the latest information we can 
gather. Some 1.000 bare root seed lings, 
only three to six inches high, hav e been 
planted along Highway 101 in grou p 
plantings between Greenbrae intersec­ 
tion and the Gold en Gate Brid ge in loca­ 
tions where they will beau tify the high­ 
way and at the same time not interfere 
with fu tu re constru ction. 
The d iv ision ad mits that the trees are 
smaller than the best planting size. And 
they ex pect many of them to d ie. Bu t 
they look on this* planting as the first 
in a series which ev entu ally will make 
the whole Red wood Highway a path of 
red wood s. 
The d iv ision’s land scape architect has 
conferred with the state forester, who 
fu rnishes the trees, and has d etermined 


that su itable size trees will be av ailable 
in q u antity in abou t one y ear more. 
With this in mind , the d iv ision has rec­ 
ommend ed that fu nd s be pu t in the 
19 59 -6 0 bu d get for a land scaping proj­ 
ect which will continu e the work from 
its present start. 


The d iv ision is going still farther. In 
an effort to giv e the trees ev ery possible 
chance for growth, they are ex periment­ 
ing with little plastic shield s abou t a 
foot sq u are arou nd some of the trees. 
The theory is that this will retard weed 
growth as well as retaining moistu re 
d u ring the su mmer months. Special fer­ 
tilizers are also being u sed to encou rage 
growth. 


What we like abou t the report on the 
plantings is not only the fact that the 
project we su ggested is actu ally u nd er 
way , bu t also the attitu d e of the Div ision 
of Highway s abou t it. We hav e a copy 
of a letter from R. A. Ilay ler, d istrict 
engineer, to B. W. Booker, the assistant 
state highway engineer, which con­ 
clu d es as follows: 


“ The trees which hav e been plant­ 
ed are o nly a start in the ultimate 
landscaping o f the Redwo o d Free­ 
way ; hut with additio nal wo rk to he 
do ne by co ntract nex t y ear, the beau­ 
tificatio n o f the hig hway will so o n 
beco me mo re no ticeable.” 


That's the attitu d e we like to see the 
d iv ision d isplay .

The City of Santa Rosa 
April 8 th rejected flu orid a­ 
tion where it was the hottest 
issu e on the ballot.

Flu orid ation has been v oted 
ou t in ov er 100 cities where it 
was tried for v ary ing period s 
of time. (Not many of them 
had the opportu nity to v ote 
it in in the first place.)

Cou nty Planning Commission 
hav e a tou gh life. Damned far 
more often than praised , they 
are forced almost d aily to d e­ 
fend commission actions con­ 
sid ered too harsh or too leni­ 
ent, d epend ing on whose ox 
was gored . 
Recently , h ow e v e r , the 
planners had a rare and pleas­ 
ant su rprise when they receiv ­ 
ed a letter lau d ing them for 
preserv ing Marin’s s c e n i c 
beau ty . It was ev en more su r­ 
prising to find the letter came 
from a Chicago d octor and his 
wife. 
The cou ple, Dr. and Mrs. 
Jerome G. Green, spent the 
19 41-45 war y ears in the Bay 
Area. Last month they retu rn­ 
ed for a v isit. What they saw 
prompted them to ad d ress the 
commission thu sly : 
“We, 
who 
seld om 
write 
ev en necessary letters, are 
mov ed tod ay to write this 
q u ick note to y ou . 
“We went on a nostalgic 
tou r tod ay . . . We retu rned 
this 
week 
as 
v isitors 
and 
d rov e ou t to San Jose, with 
memories 
of 
beau ty 
and 
splend or. We retu rned , pain­ 
ed and d isappointed , hav ing 
encou ntered nou ght bu t bill­ 
board s and d riv e-ins of one 
sort or another. What an u gly , 
tiresome ex perience! 
“Yesterd ay , in contrast, we 
d rov e throu gh Marin Cou nty . 
And how we lov ed it! At least 
y ou hav e kept its beau ty —its 
lov eliness—u nspoiled . We are 
writing this, sirs, in the hope 
that this encou rages y ou to 
keep it this way . And if the 
word s passed on by tou rists 
help, the name Marin Cou nty 
will be spread kind ly and 
lou d ly all throu gh Chicago- 
land to potential tou rists. 
“Thank y ou for a pleasant 
ex perience!” 
The letter was read to the 
commissioners at the end of a 
long and tiresome meeting. 


It mad e their efforts seem 
worth-while. 


EVIDENCE OF the commis­ 
sion's get-tou gh policy toward 
illegal 
ad v ertising signs is 
starkly in ev id ence on the 
sou th sid e of a big barn off 
Highway 101, between Ignacio 
and Nov ato.

becau se of its size, wou ld be 
a clear v iolation of the cou nty 
zoning ord inance. He q poted 
chapter 
and 
v erse 
to

painter, who walked off the 
job and nev er retu rned . 
The p a r t i a l l y complet­ 
ed sign is still there. At the 
left is a red arrow pointing 
nortlward , plu s the word s, 
“ 15 minu tes to Petalu ma.” 
The rest of the word ing say s 
merely , “Park La—.” That’s 
where the planning commis­ 
sion entered the pictu re with 
the 
ty pe 
of 
action 
that 
brou ght praise from faraway 
Chicago.

Debating Risks Of Suspending Atom 
Tests Would Be Good Propaganda 


In the propagand a contest, 
of which we hav e ju st now 
had another rou nd , ou r basic 
position is that we d o not wish 
to su spend the testing of nu ­ 
clear weapons and that we d o 
not in the near fu tu re wish to 
hav e a su mmit meeting in 
which Eisenhower confronts 
Khru shchev . 
This is, of cou rse, a d ifficu lt 
position to argu e in a world 
which is terrified by the race 
in nu clear armaments and is 
hoping compu lsiv ely that in a 
meeting at the su mmit some 
kind of accommod ation might 
be reached . 


THE CRUCIAL q u estion at 
this point is what is the basic 
Sov iet position. Is it .hat, hav ­ 
ing ju st completed their own 
series of tests, their objectiv e 
is to prev ent u s from hold ing 
ou r forthcoming tests? 
It cannot be that simple. 
Su ch a maneu v er cou ld easily 
be d efeated by proposing to 
su spend ou r tests after we, 
like they , hav e completed ou r 
tests. 
Or is it that the Sov iets 
know that we intend to go on 
testing and that, therefore, 
the Sov iets can propose to 
cease testing? 
Or is it that the Sov iets d o 
not mean to cease bu t are re­ 
ly ing pn being able to cheat 
by hold ing u nd etected tests? 


MY OWN VIEW is that the 
main 
Ru ssian 
position 
is 
fou nd ed not u pon gimmicks 
and propagand a tricks, bu t 
u pon their estimate of the 
ov er-all balance of power in 
the world as between their 
coalition and ou rs. 
To su spend nu clear testing 
is in fact to freeze the d ev el­ 
opment of nu clear weapons, 
and if that were d one now, 
the world balance of power 
wou ld be fav orable to them. 
They know they will not be at­ 
tacked , and they hav e or are 
abou t to hav e ample weapons 
to 
neu tralize 
any 
military 
pressu re on the Commu nist 
orbit. 
Along with this, they hav e 
su perior military power con­ 
sisting of conv entional forces 
and ex isting nu clear weapons 
u Igainst any of the cou ntries 


on their periphery . 
In the West, on the other 
hand , there is no prospect that 
the d emocracies will su pport 
a combined military establish­ 
ment comparable with that of 
the Sov iet Union—ex cept for 
one possibility . This is the d e-, 
v elopment of cheap nu clear 
weapons to replace massiv e 
armies. 
For this reason, so I believ e, 
there is d etermined resistance 
insid e the Western gov ern­ 
ments to interference with the 
ev olu tion of nu clear weapons. 
This resistance has its center 
among the sold iers and scien­ 
tists who, believ ing that war 
is not improbable, feel acu te­ 
ly their own responsibility in 
case war breaks ou t. 


UNDENIABLY, 
T H E R E 
wou ld be a risk in su spend ing 
the tests and freezing the d e­ 
v elopment of nu clear wea­ 
pons. 
Bu t there is also a risk in 
continu ing the tests. It is that 
the race of armaments will go 
on, will ind eed be intensified , 
with no certainty whatev er 
that the Sov iet Union will not 
forge ahead of u s in this field 
as it has forged ahead of u s 
in the field of rockets. 
There is no bu ilt-in gu aran­ 
tee that Dr. Teller and Ad m. 
Strau ss can create nu clear 
armaments which the Ru s­ 
sians cannot beat or ev en 
match. For w hen the Ru ssians 
concentrate their efforts on a 
particu lar military objectiv e, 
they are a formid able nation. 


VV E HAVE TO weigh in the 
balance the risk of freezing 
the d ev elopment of nu clear 
weapons as against the risk of 
intensified competition in the 
d ev elopment of the nu clear 
weapons. This is the fu nd a­ 
mental issu e, and this cou ntry 
is entitled to hav e it ex plained 
and d ebated . 
Ev en as propagand a, su ch 
a d ebate wou ld d o u s good , 
mu ch more good than the 
notes and press conferences 
with which we present ou r 
face to the world . It wou ld 
show the seriou s people of the 
world that in these great af­ 
fairs we know how to be can­ 
d id and that we are ind eed 
seriou s.

By 
her ev iden ce Mary mu st show 
she n ot on ly was 
discharg ­ 
ed, bu t also that she can take 
care of her property an d her­ 
self. 
If the ju ry or the cou rt fin ds 
that Mary is san e an d can take 
care of herself an d man ag e 
her property , the cou rt will 
“restore her to capacity ” an d 
en d the g u ardian ship.

The case, which drew a daily 
heav y atten dan ce of San Qu en ­ 
tin person n el, was prosecu ted 
by W. O. Weissich, then depu ­ 
ty district attorn ey . The death 
sen ten ce was man datory u n der 
state law. 
The v ictims of what the pro­ 
secu tion said was either an es­ 
cape attempt or a g ru dg e at­ 
tack were Charles D. Wig et, 
31, an d Vern e A. Machin , 38 . 
At the time, Bu rwell was 28 , 
a Los An g eles robber employ ed 
in the prison library . 
Rog ers, 
23, was a San Fran cisco robber 
who had been in an d ou t of 
state in stitu tion s sin ce he was 
14. 
On the ev en in g of Jan . 14, 
19 52, Rog ers feig n ed illn ess in 
the library . When Wig et en ter­ 
ed to ex amin e 
him, 
Rog ers 
seized the g u ard an d Bu rwell 
stepped u p an d stabbed him 
with a taped an d sharpen ed 
scissors blade. 
They drag g ed 
the body in to the stacks, an d 
when two other g u ards en tered 
the library they were kn ocked 
ou t with a hatcher. 
The two desperadoes 
then 
wen t to the mess hall an d call­ 
ed ou t Mackin , lu rin g him to 
the library an d 
the 
prison 
mov ie projection booth, where 
Bu rwell hacked him to death 
with the hatchet. When more 
g u ards arriv ed, n either prison ­ 
er offered resisten ce. 
They had written on e of the 
bloodiest pag es in the cen tu ry - 
lon g history of San Qu en tin 
Prison .

No, I’m n ot g oin g to start 
that all ov er ag ain bu t some of 
y ou old tim ers can remember 
ov er 20 y ears ag o when I wrote 
a weekly colu mn cu ssin g the 
commercial fishermen for n et­ 
tin g all the Striped Bass that 
n ev er failed to appear arou n d 
the 15th of March ev ery y ear. 
The stripers wou ld show u p 
on the 15th an d on the 16th 
the commercial boats wou ld 
strin g ou t n ets from the Marin 
Islan ds u p to Poin t Pin ole. In 
those day s the Herrin g s wou ld 
spawn almost u p to Carqu in ez 
Straits. The Bass wou ld follow 
the Herrin g s, the Sportsmen 
wou ld follow the Bass, g u ided 
by thou san ds of sea g u lls. 
There was n o limit of fish 
in those day s. It seemed they 
wou ld be here forev er. Ev en 
after laws were passed stop­ 
pin g n ettin g the Stripers al­ 
most disappeared. The limit al­ 
lowed was fiv e Bass ov er 12 
in ches. Recen tly this was cu t 
to three an d they mu st n ow be 
ov er 16 in ches. 
Last y ear the Striped Bass 
were plen tifu l ag ain an d this in 
spite of the hu n dreds of n ew 
boats 
with ou tboard 
motors 
n early ev ery body who fished 
in the rig ht spots had g ood 


sport. 
The con tin u ou s rain so far 
this y ear has made the Bay 
water v ery mu ddy an d prev en t­ 
ed an y real g ood fishin g . I be­ 
liev e ju st as soon as we hav e 
some g ood warm day s ag ain we 
will 
hav e 
ex cellen t 
fishin g , 
ev en better than last y ear. 
While y ou are waitin g for 
bay fishin g to improv e driv e u p 
to Napa an d ov er the old Mon ti- 
cello Grade, on Hig hway 37 to 
Moskowitz corn er. Get some 
liv e min n ows there an d con ­ 
tin u e down the aban don ed old 
hig hway abou t fiv e miles u n til 
it en ters the lake. 
If y ou kn ow how to fish from 
the shore with liv e bait y ou 
will be able to g et a limit of 
fiv e, fat Black Bass in n o time 
at all. It is also a g ood place 
to lau n ch y ou r ou tboard motor 
boat for a 25-mile cru ise on 
beau tifu l Berry essa Lake back­ 
ed u p by Mon ticello Dam. 
This 5-mile stretch is rapid­ 
ly g oin g to pieces an d Napa 
Cou n ty is doin g n othin g to re­ 
pair it. Ou r Marin Rod an d 
Gu n Clu b shou ld join with 
other clu bs in a stron g petition 
to Napa Cou n ty or the State 
Leg islatu re to keep this in g ood 
repair an d pu t in a big park­ 
in g area at the lake.

Today , commercial salmon 
season open s bu t few boats will 
be fishin g as the salmon price 
has n ot been an n ou n ced by the 
bu y ers. 
For the in formation of sport- 
fishers the day ’s ex pen se has 
been raised to $8 a day per 
person for salmon trips. Boats

Sau salito 
e v e ry 
day , 
weather perm ittin g at 6 a.m. 
Make arran g em en ts throu g h 
y ou r local sports shop or y ou r 
fav orite skipper. If y ou hav en ’t 
y ou r own salmon fishin g tackle, 
y ou can ren t it from y ou r sports 
shop for the trip. 
A n u mber of the sport fish­ 
in g boats g o deep sea fishin g 
ev ery day an d fishin g has been 
ex ception ally g ood. Du rin g the 
week day s they leav e at 6:30 
from Sau salito an d the cost is 
$5 per day . On Satu rday s some 
boats make a trip to the Farra- 
lon e Islan ds where g ood fish­ 
in g is assu red. 
Last weeken d Skipper Ru ss 
Lewis of the Blu e Fin an d his 
lu cky crew came home from 
the islan ds with 50 lin g cod 
an d a larg e catch of other rock 
fish. The fish were taken on 
bait an d trollin g .

How­ 
ev er, the separate poll con du ct­ 
ed by the Californ ia D epart­ 
men t of Fish an d Game rev eals 
ev en more startlin g fig u res, for 
the

sportsman

trav els farther, spen ds more 
an d stay s lon g er on his trips 
than does the av erag e hu n ter 
or an g ler in the n ation al pic­ 
tu re. 
Californ ian s spen t fou r times 
as mu ch in 19 55 for hu n tin g 
an d fishin g as they did for ad­ 
mission s to football, basketball 
an d baseball g ames, mov ies, 
play s an d con certs combin ed. 
If it did n othin g else, the

of Californ ia sports­ 
men ’s spen din g habits poin ted 
to these con clu sion s:

Some Tips On 
Cleaning Fish 


The fish y ou catch this su m­ 
mer will taste better if clean ed 
within a few mn u tes after they 
are cau g ht. Un clean ed fish, left 
for hou rs in the creel, often 
hav e a stron g , u n pleasan t taste 
when cooked. 
Here are some su g g estion s 
for immediate clean in g : 
1. Split the fish down the 
belly from the tail to within 
a qu arter-in ch of the g ills. 
2. In sert fin g ers throu g h the 
g ills an d pu ll to remov e g ills 
an d en trails in on e motion . 
3. Clean ou t the dark blood 
or kidn ey lin e alon g the in side 
backbon e with the thu mbn ail. 
4. Wash fish in side an d then 
dry with g rass, paper or cloth. 
5 . Fish in the creel keep best 
in lay ers of dry g rass. Ev apora­ 
tion of moistu re from the fish 
is a coolin g process. Washin g 
lig htly before cook will restore 
moistu re.

THE BOARD OF SUPERVIS­ 
ORS OF THE COUNTY OF MAR­ 
IN DO ORDAIN as follows: 
SECTION 
1: 
Preamble. 
The 
Board of Supervisors finds that 
there is a large number of pri­ 
vately owned swimming pools and 
other artificially created bodies of 
water within the County of Marin 
and that the maintenance of such 
bodies of water without adequate 
suoervision or protective measures 
constitutes a severe hazard to the 
safety of the inhabitants .and par­ 
ticularly to the small children of 
the unincorporated territory of the 
County of Marin. 
SECTION 2: Protective Fences 
or Walls. Every person who owns 
or is in possession of any prem­ 
ises on which there is situated a 
swimming pool, fish pond, wading 
pool or any outside body of water 
created by artificial means, any 
poi .ion of which is two (2) feet deep 
or more, shall maintain on the 
Prer? ises yP°n which such 
body of water is located and com- 
pieteijr surrounding such body of 


water, lot, or premises, a fence 
wall, or other structure not Ips* 
than five (5) feet in height with 
no openings, except doors or gates 
with an area greater than fifty 
(50) square inches, except that a 
rectangular 
opening 
having 
no 
horizontal 
dimension 
exceeding 
four (4) inches may have a great­ 
er area. Such fence, wall, or other 
structure shall be constructed as 
follows: 
(a) 
Wood Fences. 
Wood fences shall have posts 
not less than 3"x3", spaced not 
over 10 feet on centers, and em­ 
bedded at least 18 inches into the 
ground 
Posts, other than red­ 
wood. shall be treated with a pre­ 
servative. 
Fencing shall be at 
least one-half inch in thickness 
and fastened securely to at least 
two rails not less than 2"x3" m 
cross section.

SACRAMENTO—Flood dam­ 
age to Marin County streets, 
roads and bridges during the 
recent storms already have far 
exceeded the losses in 1955 
floods—and only two of the 
county’s nine cities have as yet 
reported their damage. 


That was the report yester­ 
day of A. H. Henderson, state 
deputy 
director 
of 
public 
works, who is in charge of the 
program. 
However, none of 
the damage can yet be claimed 
officially as a part of the state 
aid program, because the Leg­ 
islature has not passed the 
state budget including such 
funds. 


Yesterday, the free confer­ 


ence committee of both houses 
of the Legislature agreed on a 
budget which would have in­ 
cluded 15 million dollars for 
flood relief. This was a major 
increase from the three mil­ 
lion dollars which had orginal- 
ly been in the budget 
But 
the Senate refused to approve 
the compromise report. 
Henderson said even this 
might not be enough. 
Esti­ 
mates coming in from all parts 
of the state put the total dam­ 
age to roads and bridges at 
between 17 and 18 million dol­ 
lars, he said, with another 
three-million damage to levees 
and navigation channels clog­ 
ged with debris. 
Applications for the repair 
funds will be available to the 


cities just as soon as the bud­ 
get is passed, Henderson said. 
San Anselmo already has 
submitted a $140,500 bill to the 
state, largest item being $100,- 
000 damage to Forest aveuue, 
which collapsed. 
Mill Valley detailed $30,500 
in slide and paving damage. 
Marin County submitted an un­ 
detailed estimate of $80,000 
damage. 
San Rafael requested appli­ 
cation forms when they are 
available, but did not specify 
damage, Henderson said. 


Survey teams from the U. S.

Board Rejects 
Jr. Museum 


Fund Request 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors today turned down 
a request for an emergency 
$1,920 appropriation to the 
Junior Museum of Marin, for 
operating expenses for April 
and May. 
But the board left the door 
open to rescind its action next 
week. Supervisor Vera Schultz 
asked museum officials to pre­ 
sent their budget and detailed 
description of their operations, 
to justify their contention that 
the scope of their activities is 
relatively greater than many 
other deserving organizations. 


PAYROLL CRISIS 
Appearing before the board 
today, William R. McGregor, 
museum president; S. Thomp­ 
son Walker, its director, and 
A. L. Nieri, treasurer, said they 
faced a payroll crisis, being out 
of funds. 
They said they could borrow 
to meet the payroll, but will 
need 
funds 
to 
c a r r y 
on 
through the rest of April and 
May. 


DRIVE ABANDONED 
They pointed out that they 
had abandoned their drive in 
October because of the United 
Crusade, postponing it to Feb­ 
ruary; in February heavy rains 
and a Mothers’ March for po­ 
lio overshadowed the museum’s 
need. 
The board vote on the emer­ 
gency fund was 3 to 2 in favor 
with Mrs. Schultz and William 
Gnoss voting no, Supervisors 
William D. Fusselman, Walter 
R. Castro and James Marshall 
voting yes. 
An appropriation 
from the general fund, how­ 
ever, requires a 4/5ths vote. 


Mrs. Schultz was sympathe­ 
tic, but said she voted no be­ 
cause the museum had already 
received $1,000 in the annual 
budget, and to receive an addi­ 
tional sum bringing the total 
to nearly $3,000 was out of pro­ 
portion. 
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Ike Again Vetoes 
River-Harbor Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(IP)— Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today vetoed 
the $1,704,028,300 rivers and 
harbors autnorization bill—the 
second 
time he has rejected 
so-called “pork barrel” legisla­ 
tion in three years. 
The President told Congress 
in a special message that it was 
“with 
real 
regret” 
that he 
found it necessary for the sec­ 
ond time in two years to veto 
a rivers and harbors 
author­ 
ization bill. 
He said he approved many 
of the projects in the measure 
but vetoed it because “others 
are not justified.” 


Democrats had advanced the 
bill as an anti-recession mea­ 
sure. But Eisenhower said that 
it could have little immediate 
effect. 
The bill was simply an auth­ 
orization for future projects. It 
carried no actual money for 
the proposed work. 
“With a few minor excep­ 
tions, 
it 
would 
be 
m a n y 
months, even years in the case 
of larger projects, before the 
necessary plans could be com­ 
pleted and actual construction 
started on the 
new 
projects 
which this bill would author­ 
ize,” Eisenhower said. 


JUDGE STUDIES PROBLEM 
All Peace At Carter 


Dam, Unless It Rains 


Unless a rainstorm threat­ 
ens in the next few weeks, 
peace and quiet is expected to 
reign over the once-embattled 
Garter dam at Sleepy Hollow. 
Visiting Judge Ralph McGee 
of Amador County Superior 
Court took a personal tour of 
the controversial reservoir on 
State Supreme Court Justice 
Jesse W. Carter’s property yes­ 
terday and decided he would 
study all arguments before 
handing down a decision. 
Judge McGee must rule on 
two questions: (1) Should he is­ 
sue a preliminary injunction to 
prevent Justice Carter from 
interfering with county offi­ 
cials’ inspection of the dam? Is 
Dist. Atty. W. O. Weissich’s 
complaint against the reser­ 
voir legal? 
With the opening of the 
hearing yesterday, the tempor­ 
ary restraining order against 
Justice Carter (preventing him 
from interfering with county 
inspection) was automatically 
dissolved. This means Justice 
Carter can do what he wants 
with his hillside pond, until 
Judge McGee gives a ruling on 
the temporary injunction asked 
by the district attorney. 
If Judge McGee rules that 
the complaint by Weissich is 
valid, a full-scale trial will be 
held in Marin Superior Court 
to 
determine 
whether t h e 
pond is a nuisance, as claimed 
by Weissich. 
The complaint and request 
for injunction came when the 
dam burst during the last big 
storm, sending water, mud and 
debris against homes below. 
Weissich, peering up at the 
sunny sky, said he is not wor­ 
ried at present. But if a storm 
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well known Marin County hair styl­ 


ist welcomes his clientele to a new

Weissich said that even with­ 
out a restraining order or an 
injunction against Justice Car­ 
ter, he feels he can act in an 
emergency under a new ordi­ 
nance passed by the county 
which allows officials to abate 
a nuisance caused by reservoirs 
like the one owned by Justice 
Carter. 
Justice Carter, who original­ 
ly threatened to shoot anyone 
who trespassed on his proper­ 
ty, yesterday appeared at the 
hearing flanked by high-pow­ 
ered attorneys.

Property Owners 


Declare Costs 


Far Out Of Line 


The $1,200,000 East San Ra­ 
fael Assessment District devel­ 
opment, which had proceeded 
smoothly since 
1956, nearly 
blew wide open last night as a 
crowd of property owners pro­ 
tested assessments which run 
as high as $46,000 on one of 
them. 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis re­ 
peatedly pointed out that the 
total cost is set, and property 
owners within the district must 
pay it. He stressed that the dis­ 
trict had been initiated and 
pushed through by the prop­ 
erty owners themselves, and 
the city was involved merely 
to facilitate its formation. 


DOZENS OF PROTESTS 
But some 50 property own­ 
ers insisted the city fathers do 
something to explain the costs 
and give them at least another 
chance to protest assessments. 
Councilmen promised to look 
over the dozens of written pro­ 
tests and contact the protest- 
ants for each public hearing. 
The bulk of last night’s pro­ 
tests 
were 
based on 
these 
points: 
Property 
owners were 
at 
first led to believe the total 
cost would be $875,000. Why 
did it grow to $1,200,000? 
Owners were given estimates 
of individual a s s e s s m e n t s , 
which have since grown to be 
several times the original esti­ 
mates. 


DRAINAGE COSTS 
Why should owners on the 
northeast 
side 
of Francisco 
boulevard pay for all the drain­ 
age costs when water from the 
other side of the highway is 
also being handled? 
Beverly Whitlow of Wilsey 
and Ham, engineers for the dis­ 
trict who- drew up the assess­ 
ment spread, outlined the his­ 
tory of the district to explain 
the total cost. 
A group of property owners 
in 1956 asked for formation of 
the district. No plans were 
drawn at the time, and Wilsey 
and Ham put the rough esti­ 
mate of cost at $875,000. This 
did not include such costs as 
the water system, land acquisi­ 
tion, and financing. 
REVISED ESTIMATE 
On Nov. 17, 1956, Whitlow 
said, his company revised the 
cost estimate to $1,176,000. 
This was announced publicly. 
In December, bids were called, 
and E. T. Haas Co. submitted 
the low bid of $930,000 for con­ 
struction cost. This, plus legal

water dispute and contains no 
money for water project con­ 
struction. 
Various northern Assembly­ 
men said at the caucus that 
the budget compromise is “to­ 
tally unacceptable.”

There has been no more dan­ 
ger to the residents of Marin 
County from the recent radio­ 
active rain« than if they had 
moved from Marin to the alti­ 
tude of Lake Tahoe, the county 
Board of Supervisors was told 
today. 
In addition, the recent radio­ 
active fallout consisted mostly 
of short-lived fission products 
that decay rapidly and the 
amount of strontium-90 pre­ 
sent was low. 
Dr. Carolyn Albrecht, county 
health officer, reported to the 
board the answers she had ob­ 
tained to a series of questions 
asked about the fallout by the 
Marin Committee for a Sane 
Nuclear Policy. 
SAN ENGINEER 
She said she had conferred 
with John Maga, sanitary en­ 
gineer for the state Depart­ 
ment of Public Health, for the 
answers. 
Considerably briefed, here 
are the answers: 
QUESTION: How many fceet* 
of drinking water made in Ma­ 
rin? When? 
ANSWER: Thirteen, includ- 
ig raw water, treated water and 
the sludge from the North Ma­ 
rin W’ater District treatm ent 
facilities. The tests were be­ 
tween March 25 and April 4. 
The tests showed the aver­ 
age radioactivity was “well un­ 
der the standard,” Dr. Albrecht 
said. 
Only two samples of 
water showed higher than the 
standard. A sample of raw 
water taken at the North Marin 
spillway showed a radioactivity 
of 1.07 (with the standard at 
1.00), and a sample of raw 
water showed 1.27. But the 
treated water which reaches 
homes dropped to .55. 
BASIS OF STANDARD 
Dr. Albrecht pointed out that 
the standard was set on the 
basis of a year’s consumption,

which now runs about 11 mil­ 
lion dollars a year, is earm ark­ 
ed for state water project de­ 
velopment. 
Bid notices should be ready 
in 15 days for opening 60 days 
later, said F. J. Hortig, Lands 
Division executive officer. 
The last previous lease was 
issued 
in 
January 
1957 to 
Standard Oil Co. of California 
and Humble Oil and Refining 
Co. for a $7,260,606 cash bonus. 
Leasing was stopped when 
legislators complained the bo­ 
nus was too low. Under a 1957 
lav/ the minimum royalty rate 
was raised from 124 to 16% 
per cent, and the Lands Com­

est cash bonus bidder, or to the 
one willing ot pay the highest 
royalty.

CALCIUM EXPERIMENT 
Dr. Eric B. Fowler, reporting

I^os Alamos 
Scientific laboratory 
of the 
University of California, dis­ 
closed that plants grown on 
soil high in calcium 
contain 
less strontium-90 than those on 
low-calcium soil. The calcium 
content is increased by applies 
tions of lime. 
Lettuce, alfalla and grass 
were used 
in- the 
“Project 
Green Thumb” studies, report­ 
ed Dr. Fowler, chief chemist 
of the Los Alamos laboratory. 
Dr. Fowler added that other 
workers “ have reported that 
strontium-90 from fallout is 
held in the upper two to four 
inches of soil . . . Plants with 
deep roots contain only small 
amounts of radioactivity. Food 
for humans and cattle obtained 
from deep-feeding plants may 
b3 important sources of nut­ 
rient low in strontium.” 
NEW DANGER 
The newly found danger to 
bones of elderly persons was 
reported by Edwin A. Peets, 
biochemist at the Lamont Geo­ 
logical Laboratory of Columbia 
University. 
A “ limited amount of data,” 
said Peets, has shown the con­ 
centration of strontium-90 is 
greater in the bones of persons 
70 to 80 years old than in the 
average adult of 40 to 60 years. 
‘‘Of prime 
concern,” 
said 
Peets, “ is the contamination of 
food by strontium-90 which . . . 
will be ingested and deposited 
in the skeleton. The strontium- 
90 thus deposited becomes a 
source of internal radiation and 
may lead to the formation of 
bone cancer or possibly other 
diseases.” 
Experiments on rats showed 
strontium-90 was rapidly de­ 
posited in their bones, he re­ 
ported.

Von Braun 
Urges Action

John McCormack 
(D-Mass.), House majority lead­ 
er and chairman of the special 
Space Committee, introduced 
the Eisenhower bill with the 
comment that it “is undoubted­ 
ly a step in the right direc­ 
tion.” 
IMPORTANCE STRESSED 
Von Braun, a German-born 
scientist who worked on Hit­ 
ler’s V2 
missiles until 
the 
Army brought him here after 
World War II, did not comment 
specifically on the Eisenhower 
plan in his prepared statement. 
But he said the exploration 
of outer space is so vast an un­ 
dertaking that it cannot be left 
as a by-product of another pro­ 
gram. 
“We can meet this challenge 
only if we appreciate and res­ 
pect the magnitude of this task 
and discontinue our unfortun­ 
ate practice of supporting only 
such research and development 
as serve immediate military ob­ 
jectives. he said.

BERKELEY W—Radioactive 
asparagus will be shipped to 
President Eisenhower, Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev of Russia 
and Britain’s Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, the Berkeley 
Society of Friends said today. 
Cecil A. Thomas, head of the 
Northern California Committee 
to Halt Nuclear Testing, said 
the three crates of vegetables 
were bought in a Berkeley gro­ 
cery store and showed above 
average radioactivity when test­ 
ed at the University of Califor­ 
nia radiation laboratory. 
Thomas said letters will ac­ 
company the crates asking the 
chiefs of state to halt further 
testing of nuclear weapons. 
The announcement followed 
by more than a week an an­ 
nouncement by State Director 
of Public Health Dr. Malcolm 
H. Merrill, that leafy vegetables 
grown hereabouts can be eaten 
without fear of radiation dam­ 
age. The vegetables had been 
testing higher than average due 
to fallout brought by heavy 
rains beginning March 21. 
Dr. Hardin Jones, assistant 
director of the University of 
California’s Donner radiation 
laboratory, said the tests cov­ 
ered leafy vegetables from the 
north coastal, San Joaquin and 
Sacramento valleys.

Top Chemist 
Denies Russ 
'Supremacy' 


SAN FRANCISCO (IP)—Amer­ 
icans should stop viewing with 
dismay Russia’s so-called “su­ 
premacy” in science, a chemi­ 
cal firm executive and award 
winner said last night. 
Dr. Ernest H. Volwiler, chair­ 
man of the. board of Abbott 
Laboratories of North Chicago, 
111., said by and large we are 
doing better than the Russians 
—and we should keep it that 
way. 
Volwiler spoker to the con­ 
vention of the American Chem­ 
ical Society after receiving the 
1958 Priestly Medal, the high­ 
est honor in American chemis­ 
try. 
He warned that “crash” pro­ 
grams in research cannot solve 
all important scientific prob­ 
lems because there are only so 
many capable scientists in the 
world. 
Nor will the appropriation of 
“huge Slims” by Congress rem­ 
edy our scientific deficiencies, 
he said. Such action might sim­ 
ply cause scientists to transfer 
from private industry to gov­ 
ernment work, without any net 
gain to this country. 
“Russia’s launching of the 
first earth satellite did a great 
deal of good for the United 
States,” he said. “It caused us 
to re-examine our scientific 
competence and to take strong­ 
er steps to encourage education 
in science and mathematics as 
well as other fields.” 
“Though the United States is 
undoubtedly behind Russia in 
satellites and in certain mis­ 
siles, we are ahead of them in 
many other fields of science 
and technology,” he said. 
“Let us not assume that our 
own science has been of little 
consequence. Most of the im­ 
portant theoretical and experi­ 
mental work on the atomic nu­ 
cleus has been done in this 
country.”

A full 50 years for Tamal­ 
pais High School will end with 
this year’s spring semester. 
On Aug. 4, 1908, 64 students 
gathered in the first Tamalpais 
High School — a four-room 
wooden platform with a tent 
roof, perched on a hill over­ 
looking 
the 
Richardson 
Bay 
tidelands. 


This fall, 50 years later, Tam­ 
alpais High 
School 
District’s 
3,035 students will be divided 
among three schools— Tamal­ 
pais High School on the origi­ 
nal site in Mill Valley, the sev­ 
en-year-old Sir Francis Drake 
High School in San Anselmo 
and the brand new Redwood 
High School on the Larkspur- 
Corte Madera line. 


Fifty years have brought oth­ 
er changes. 


Gone now are the pleated 
navy blue skirts, white mid­ 
dy blouses and navy blue ties 
that the girls wore as school 
uniforms. But they were the 
rule until May 10, i949, when 
a group of rugged individual­ 
ists protested and got the 
trustees to change the rule. 


The boys had their “unoffi­ 
cial'’ uniform. According to a 
graduate of the 1920s, the one 
item that social form required 
was “dirty cords.” The cordu­ 
roy pants of a soon-indetermin­ 
ate color could arrive at the de­ 
sired stiffness (so they could 
stand by themselves) only if 
they could be saved from the ‘ 
clutches 
of zealous 
mothers 
who thought they needed w ash-1 
ing. 


Gone, too, is the “special,” as 
the special student train was I 
known.

Even more significant than 
these changes was the 36-year 
contribution of one man— Er­ 
nest Everett Wood. He came 
to be known half-jokingly, half- 
affectionately as the “Duke.” 
On May 12, 1908, the trustees 
of Sausalito and Mill Valley 
Elem entary 
School 
Districts 
elected Wood as principal of 
their high school which was to 
open in the fall. For his joint 
duties as principal and history 
teacher he was paid $1,800 a 
year. 


Wood’s own education had 
been won with difficulty. When 
he received a bachelor’s degree 
from the University of Califor­ 
nia in 1903, he was 27. His un­ 
dergraduate work was mainly 
in history and law. 
He won 
election to Phi Beta Kappa. 
Wood had gone to work after 
finishing 
elem entary 
school. 
When he was 21 he entered 
A uburn High School, with some 
seven years of carpenter and 
farm work behind him. 


After college, Wood's first 
job was as principal of Gridley 
High School in Butte County. 
From there he came to Tam.

came 
with 
Wood from Gridley. She was 
Miss Elizabeth Keyser, who 
taught English. 
The other 
two on the first faculty were 
Miss Schone Kurlendzik, the 
language teacher, and Miss 
Grace Pack, the science and 
mathematics teacher.

School opened on Aug. 4, 
1908, in the tent-top platform.

The original four-room build­ 
ing now forms the four rear 
rooms on the main building’s 
first floor. Later additions ere- 
ated the court in its midst, now 
planted with orange trees and 
flowers. 


A 
bond 
election 
in 
1909 
failed. In Sausalito, only four 
persons voted for the bonds 
and the election was lost with 
only 115 in favor and 190 vot­ 
ing against. 
It was the general opinion 
that loss of the first bond elec­ 
tion could be traced to “the 
political boss of Sausalito.” 
When in 1911 it was decided 
to ask the voters to approve a 
$35.000 bond issue, Principal 
Wood made careful prepara­ 
tions. He organized some 200 
voters in a group. 


He then went to “the po­ 
litical boss of Sausalito,” who 
was a prospective candidate 
for county supervisor, and 
told 
him 
the 
200 
voters 
would vote against him as a 
block unless he supported 
the school bonds. 


On election day, Wood re­ 
counted: “I stood by his side 
and saw him mark at least 100 
ballots and hand them to his 
followers to vote. That fail he 
demanded my support, but I 
told him as a school man, I 
would not enter personal poli­ 
tics on either side.” 
By fall the 516-to-77 victory 


ot the school bonds was history. 
The bonds went for seven class- 
rooms, a small cafeteria and an 
assembly hall. Later additions 
to the Tamalpais High School 
campus have brought it to a 
total of 18 buildings. 


In 1922 its gymnasium and 
first swimming pool were built 
for $50,000. This month Tam’s 
brand new set of pools — an 
O’ympic size pool and another 
smaller 
12-j.oot 
deep 
diving 
pool— are scheduled to be put 
in use. In 1937, Mead Outdoor 
Theater, which seats 3,300, was 
built with a Works Projects Ad­ 
ministration grant. 


Principal Wood was one of 
the earliest educators to em­ 
phasize “learning by doing” 
and vocational training. 
A 
wood 
shop, 
machine shop 
and auto shop were set up to 
give boys vocational training. 
Tam has long had a business 
education or commercial de­ 
partment. 


Except for the 1911 bond is­ 
sue and a $100.000 bond issue 
in 1923, the school plant was 
built 
entirely out oi current 
operating expenses. During the 
sum m er, basketball coach G. T. 
W endering 
would 
supervise 
work on the buildings, with 
some of the boys getting their 
practical training by helping. 
Today there is one vocational 
shop at Tam. The three hours, 
five 
days a week 
vocational 
print shop course is taught by 
Jules Chourre. 


Now in its fourth year is the 
work experience program di­ 
rected by P J. McCally, with 
students working in offices, de­ 
partm ent stores, the kitchen at 
Marin General Hospital, and a 
variety of other places in the 
county. 


Balancing the practical have 
been the traditional 
college 


preparatory courses. Tamalpais 
High School today offers four 
years of English with journal­ 
ism and oral English; languages 
inclduing Latin. Spanish, Ger­ 
man and French; U.S. history, 
world history, and Pacific his­ 
tory; algebra, plane and solid 
geometry; biology, physiology, 
physics and chemistry; art and 
music, and homemaking. 


A large percentage of Tam 
students has always gone on to 
college. Of the 1957 graduates, 
66 per cent from Drake and 58 
per cent from Tam entered 
college. 


A special program at Tam­ 
alpais High School gathers 
about 30 students from the 
whole district who are men­ 
tally 
retarded. They have 
courses similar to the regular 
ones, but tailored to their un­ 
derstanding. 


The physical education de­ 
partm ents have known their 
moments of glory. For a quar­ 
ter of a century the Tamalpais 
High School baseball team was 
consistent 
champion 
of 
the 
North Bay League. 


Those who graduated in the 
1920s will rem em ber Girls’ Jinx 
Day. when a variety show ex­ 
clusively by and for girls was 
given but even more interest 
was generated by trying to dis­ 
cover the two or three dis­ 
guised boys who had sneaked 
in. 


And then there was the an­ 
nual “Baby Day” when all the 
girls arrived at school dressed 
in nightgowns or short dresses 
and enormous hair ribbons.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Plantings Have Begun To 
Make 101 A Redwood Road 


Work has started on the planting of 
redwoods along the length of the Red­ 
wood Highway. And we’re sorry we did­ 
n't know about it sooner. 
But the unlikely explanation is that 
the Division of Highways, not noted for 
being reticent about publicity, did the 
plantings on the Q.T. Thus even as we 
wrote an editorial in this space last 
month chiding the division for inaction, 
trees already had been in the ground for 
more than a month. 
For our snide remarks, therefore, we 
apologize to the Division of Highways. 
But we aren't as contrite as we might 
be. because the assistant state highway 
engineer in San Francisco just found 
out about the plantings too. 
This is the latest information we can 
gather. Some 1,000 bare root seedlings, 
only three to six inches high, have been 
planted along Highway 101 in group 
plantings between Greenbrae intersec­ 
tion and the Golden Gate Bridge in loca­ 
tions where they will beautify the high­ 
way and at the same time not interfere 
with future construction. 
The division admits that the trees are 
smaller than the best planting size. And 
they expect many of them to die. But 
they look on this* planting as the first 
in a series which eventually will make 
the whole Redwood Highway a path of 
redwoods.

In 
an effort to give the trees every possible 
chance for growth, they are experiment­ 
ing with little plastic shields about a 
foot square around some of the trees. 
T he theory is that this will retard weed 
growth as well as retaining moisture 
during the summer months. Special fer­ 
tilizers are also being used to encourage 
growth. 


What we like about the report on the 
plantings is not only the fact that the 
project we suggested is actually under 
way, but also the attitude of the Division 
of Highways about it. We have a copy 
of a letter from R. A. Hayler, district 
engineer, to B. W. Booker, the assistant 
state highway engineer, which con­ 
cludes as follows: 


"The trees which have been plant­ 
ed are only a start in the ultimate 
landscaping of the Redwood Free­ 
way; hut with additional work to he 
done hy contract next year, the beau­ 
tification of the highway will soon 
become more noticeable.” 


That’s the attitude we like to see the 
division display.

Once In Awhile 
Time Enough To 


Members 
of 
the 
Marin 
County Planning Commission 
have a tough life. Damned far 
more often than praised, they 
are forced almost daily to de­ 
fend commission actions con­ 
sidered too harsh or too leni­ 
ent, depending on whose ox 
was gored. 
Recently, h o w e v e r , the 
planners had a rare and pleas­ 
ant surprise when they receiv­ 
ed a letter lauding them for 
preserving Marin’s s c e n i c 
beauty. It was even more sur­ 
prising to find the letter came 
from a Chicago doctor and his 
wife. 
The couple, Dr. and Mrs. 
Jerome G. Green, spent the 
1941-45 war years in the Bay 
Area. Last month they return­ 
ed for a visit. What they saw 
prompted them to address the 
commission thusly: 
“We, 
who 
seldom 
write 
even necessary letters, are 
moved today to write this 
quick note to you. 
“We went on a nostalgic 
tour today . . . We returned 
this week as visitors and 
drove out to San Jose, with 
memories

ed and disappointed, having 
encountered nought but bill­ 
boards and drive-ins of one 
sort or another. What an ugly, 
tiresome experience!

Debating Risks Of Suspending Atom 
Tests Would Be Good Propaganda 


In the propaganda contest, 
of which we have just now 
had another round, our basic 
position is that we do not wish 
to suspend the testing of nu­ 
clear weapons and that we do 
not in the near future wish to 
have a summit meeting in 
which Eisenhower confronts 
Khrushchev. 
This is, of course, a difficult 
position to argue in a world 
which is terrified by the race 
in nuclear armaments and is 
hoping compulsively that in a 
meeting at the summit some 
kind of accommodation might 
be reached. 


THE CRUCIAL question at 
this point is what is the basic 
Soviet position. Is it that, hav­ 
ing just completed their own 
series of tests, their objective 
is to prevent us from holding 
our forthcoming tests? 
It cannot be that simple. 
Such a maneuver could easily 
be defeated by proposing to 
suspend our tests after we, 
like they, have completed our 
tests. 
Or is it that the Soviets 
know that we intend to go on 
testing and that, therefore, 
the Soviets can propose to 
cease testing? 
Or is it that the Soviets do 
not mean to cease but are re­ 
lying pn being able to cheat 
by holding undetected tests? 


MY OWN VIEW is that the 
main 
Russian 
position 
is 
founded not upon gimmicks 
and propaganda tricks, but 
upon their estimate of the 
over-all balance of power in 
the world as between their 
coalition and ours. 
To suspend nuclear testing 
is in fact to freeze the devel­ 
opment of nuclear weapons, 
and if that were done now, 
the world balance of power 
would be favorable to them. 
They know they will not be at­ 
tacked, and they have or are 
about to have ample weapons 
to 
neutralize 
any 
military 
pressure on the Communist 
orbit. 
Along with this, they have 
superior military power con­ 
sisting of conventional forces 
and existing nuclear weapons 
aa Igainst any of the countries 


on their periphery. 
In the West, on the other 
hand, there is no prospect that 
the democracies will support 
a combined military establish­ 
ment comparable with that of 
the Soviet Union—except for 
one possibility. This is the de-, 
velopment of cheap nuclear 
weapons to replace massive 
armies. 
For this reason, so I believe, 
there is determined resistance 
inside the Western govern­ 
ments to interference with the 
evolution of nuclear weapons. 
This resistance has its center 
among the soldiers and scien­ 
tists who, believing that war 
is not improbable, feel acute­ 
ly their own responsibility in 
case war breaks out. 


UNDENIABLY, 
T H E R E 
would be a risk in suspending 
the tests and freezing the de­ 
velopment of nuclear wea­ 
pons. 
But there is also a risk in 
continuing the tests. It is that 
the race of armaments will go 
on, will indeed be intensified, 
with no certainty whatever 
that the Soviet Union will not 
forge ahead of us in this field 
as it has forged ahead of us 
in the field of rockets. 
There is no built-in guaran­ 
tee that Dr. Teller and Adm. 
Strauss can create nuclear 
armaments which the Rus­ 
sians cannot beat or even 
match. For w'hen the Russians 
concentrate their efforts on a 
particular military objective, 
they are a formidable nation. 


WE HAVE TO weigh in the 
balance the risk of freezing 
the development of nuclear 
weapons as against the risk of 
intensified competition in the 
development of the nuclear 
weapons. This is the funda­ 
mental issue, and this country 
is entitled to have it explained 
and debated. 
Even as propaganda, such 
a debate would do us good, 
much more good than the 
notes and press conferences 
with which we present our 
face to the world. It would 
show the serious people of the 
world that in these great af­ 
fairs we know how to be can­ 
did and that we are indeed 
serious.

LAW IN ACTION 
Court Can Restore 


Rights Of Mentally III 


(This column, prepared by 
California lawyers, appears 
regularly in the Independ- 
ent-Journal.) 


A court sent Mary Smith to 
a mental hospital and named 
her sister, Ellen, guardian of 
her estate. 
A year later Mary was well 
enough to be discharged. 


But when she tried to take 
charge of her property, Ellen 
would not let her; she said she 
would remain guardian until 
she was sure Mary wouldn't 
squander her fortune. 
WHAT TO DO? 
How could Ellen be removed 
as guardian, and Mary’s prop­ 
erty returned to her? 
Mary 
could file a petition and go to 
court in the same county, and 
make a showing of her compe­ 
tency. 
Only the court could 
“restore her to capacity.” 
The court clerk sets the hear­ 
ing and gives those concerned 
at least five days’ notice— 
Mary and Ellen and their par­ 


ents, if they are in California. 
Mary may have a jury hear 
the question of her restoration 
to capacity if she wants. In a 
jury trial Mary may be repre­ 
sented by her own lawyer, with 
an attorney representing her 
sister, or occasionally the dis­ 
trict attorney, on the other 
side. 
If Mary loses she may 
appeal, as in a civil case. 
LIKE CIVIL SUIT 
Whether Mary is heard by a 
jury or merely by the judge, 
the matter is treated somewhat 
like a civil action: Witnesses 
must appear and testify, but 
the judge may call and exam­ 
ine witnesses on his own. By 
her evidence Mary must show 
she not only was discharg­ 
ed, but also that she can take 
care of her property and her­ 
self. 
If the jury or the court finds 
that Mary is sane and can take 
care of herself and manage 
her property, the court will 
“restore her to capacity” and 
end the guardianship.

Burwell and Rogers were 
convicted on Oct. 17, 1952 of 
the knife and hatchet slayings 
of two prison guards the prev­ 
ious Jan. 14. They were found 
guilty in a jury trial in Marin 
Superior Court of first degree 
murder, 
and 
sentenced 
by 
Judge Thomas F. Keating. 
The case, which drew a daily 
heavy attendance of San Quen­ 
tin personnel, was prosecuted 
by W. O. Weissich, then depu­ 
ty district attorney. The death 
sentence was mandatory under 
state law. 
The victims of what the pro­ 
secution said was either an es­ 
cape attempt or a grudge at­ 
tack were Charles D. Wiget, 
31, and Verne A. Machin, 38. 
At the time, Burwell was 28, 
a Los Angeles robber employed 
in the prison library. 
Rogers,

Morrison has asked that he 
be granted the permit and use

would 
be 
the 
method. 
At the meeting 
before 
the 
commission 
a group of mem­ 
bers from the Marin Rod and 
Gun Club, 
headed 
by 
Jack 
O’Connell, opposed the permit. 
However, 
the 
commission 
has delayed giving 
their 
de­ 
cision and will hold another 
meeting on Tuesday, April 22 
at the San Rafael City Hall at 
7:30 p.m. to hear 
both 
sides. 
Every 
member 
who 
can, is 
asked to attend this hearing. 
The board of 
directors 
of 
the Marin Rod and Gun Club 
held a special meeting regard­ 
ing the proposed dump. After 


every possible avenue was ex­ 
plored it was 
the 
unanimous 
opinion of the board that we 
oppose any dump that would 
be 
detrimental 
to 
our 
club 
property. 
We have developed a show- 
place to the entrance of San 
Rafael from the East Bay. For 
years, progressive people have 
fought 
the 
unsightly 
auto­ 
wrecking yards at the entrance 
to many cities, but they have 
been gradually eliminated. 
A huge picnic 
and 
parking 
area has been planned on the 
grounds adjacent to 
the 
pro­ 
posed dump which will be in 
operation this summer. 
If the permit is granted the 
recreational area of the Marin 
Rod and Gun Club will have to 
be abandoned. 
Our 2,000 members oppose 
the permit and we are aware 
of the garbage disposal prob­ 
lem in Marin, but are adamant­ 
ly against a dump in the city 
limits of San Rafael, especially 
adjacent to our property. 
This subject will be discus­ 
sed at 
our 
regular 
meeting 
this Friday evening. 


HOOK, LINE AND SINKER 


By FRED CROKER 
No, I’m not going to start 
that all over again but some of 
you old tim ers can remember 
over 20 years ago when I wrote 
a weekly column cussing the 
commercial fishermen for net­ 
ting all the Striped Bass that 
never failed to appear around 
the 15th of March every year. 
The stripers would show up 
on the 15th and on the 16th 
the 
commercial boats would 
string out nets from the Marin 
Islands up to Point Pinole. In 
those days the Herrings would 
spawn almost up to Carquinez 
Straits. The Bass would follow 
the Herrings, the Sportsmen 
would follow the Bass, guided 
by thousands of sea gulls. 
There was no limit of fish 
in those days. It seemed they 
would be here forever. Even 
after laws were passed stop­ 
ping netting the Stripers al­ 
most disappeared. The limit al­ 
lowed was five Bass over 12 
inches. Recently this was cut 
to three and they must now be 
over 16 inches. 
Last year the Striped Bass 
were plentiful again and this in 
spite of the hundreds of new 
boats 
with 
outboard 
motors 
nearly everybody who fished 
in the right spots had good 


sport. 
The continuous rain so far 
this year has made the Bay 
water very muddy and prevent­ 
ed any real good fishing. I be­ 
lieve just as soon as we have 
some good warm days again we 
will 
have 
excellent 
fishing, 
even better than last year. 
While you are waiting for 
bay fishing to improve drive up 
to Napa and over the old Monti- 
cello Grade, on Highway 37 to 
Moskowitz corner. 
Get some 
live minnows there and con­ 
tinue down the abandoned old 
highway about five miles until 
it enters the lake. 
If you know how to fish from 
the shore with live bait you 
will be able to get a limit of 
five, fat Black Bass in no time 
at all. It is also a good place 
to launch your outboard motor 
boat for a 25-mile cruise on 
beautiful Berryessa Lake back­ 
ed up by Monticello Dam. 
This 5-mile stretch is rapid­ 
ly going to pieces and Napa 
County is doing nothing to re­ 
pair it. Our Marin Rod and 
Gun 
Club 
should 
join 
with 
other clubs in a strong petition 
to Napa County or the State 
Legislature to keep this in good 
repair and put in a big park­ 
ing area at the lake. 


Hunting, Fishing Haye 
Big Economic Impact 


What is the significance of 
the $487,000,000 spent by Cali­ 
fornia license buyers for hunt­ 
ing and fishing activities in 
1955? Sportsmen long haw ac­ 
claimed the recreational values 
of their pursuits, but until now 
no one has been able to put a 
realistic price tag on hunting 
and fishing. 
Not only ago the U.S. Fish 
and 
Wildlife 
Service 
made 
public the findings from its na­ 
tional econom ic survey of hunt­ 
ing and fishing, which showed 
for the first time the tremend­ 
ous impact these activities have 
on the national economy. How­ 
ever, the separate poll conduct­ 
ed by the California Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game reveals 
even more startling figures, for 
the 
typical 
sportsman 
here 
travels farther, spends more 
and stays longer on his trips 
than does the average hunter 
or angler in the national pic­ 
ture. 
Californians spent four times 
as much in 1955 for hunting 
and fishing as they did for ad­ 
missions to football, basketball 
and 
baseball games, movies, 
plays and concerts combined. 
If it did nothing else, the 
survey 
of 
California 
sports­ 
men’s spending habits pointed 
to these conclusions: 
Hunting and fishing are big 
business, far bigger than any­ 
one fully realized before. 
It’s time that a wide variety 
of 
business 
interests 
recog­ 
nized 
the 
huge contribution 
hunting and fishing activities 
make to the state’s economy 
•nd to their own pocketbooks. 


Even if these groups cared 
nothing for the principles of 
conservation and sound man­ 
agement of natural resources, 
it seems obvious that their own 
self 
interest 
would 
demand 
their strongest support for pro­ 
grams designed to assure good 
sport for future generations. 
The 
public at large 
must 
realize that the horse and bug­ 
gy days of fish and game ad­ 
ministration are long gone. It 
takes lots of equipment and a 
sizable corps of wrell-trained, 
well-paid career men, many of 
them outstanding specialists in 
their field, to ’manage a multi- 
million-dollar program for the 
greatest 
benefit of 2,000,000 
license buyers who spend near­ 
ly half a billion dollars a year. 
At the same time these eco­ 
nomic values cannot be permit­ 
ted to dominate the need for 
proper safeguarding of fish and 
game for the future. 


Texas has enacted a law set­ 
ting a single license fee for 
resident and nonresident fish­ 
ermen alike.

Slow Start 
To Salmon 
Season Here 


Salmon fishing has been slow 
so far this season for the sports­ 
men. Bad weather has 
kept 
many sportsmen at home and 
the poor catches of small fish 
has given little encouragement 
to the nimrods. 
Today, 
commercial 
salmon 
season opens but few boats will 
be fishing as the salmon price 
has not been announced by the 
buyers. 
For the information of sport- 
fishers the day’s expense has 
been raised to $8 a day per 
person for salmon trips. Boats 
leave 
Sausalito 
e v e ry 
day, 
weather permitting at 6 a.m. 
Make arrangements through 
your local sports shop or your 
favorite skipper. If you haven’t 
your own salmon fishing tackle, 
you can rent it from your sports 
shop for the trip. 
A number of the sport fish­ 
ing boats go deep sea fishing 
every day and fishing has been 
exceptionally good. During the 
week days they leave at 6:30 
from Sausalito and the cost is 
$5 per day. On Saturdays some 
boats make a trip to the Farra- 
lone Islands where good fish­ 
ing is assured. 
Last weekend Skipper Russ 
Lewis of the Blue Fin and his 
lucky crew came home from 
the islands with 50 ling cod 
and a large catch of other rock 
fish. The fish were taken on 
bait and trolling. 


Trout Fishing 


Season To 
Open May 3 


Trout fishing in Marin will 
open on Saturday, May 3. Fish­ 
ing 
in 
the 
Marin Municipal 
W ater District lakes should be 
good. 
Large 
plants 
of 
catchable 
trout have been released in all 
the lakes. 
A state trout fishing license 
is required and a permit issued 
by the water district offices or 
your sports shop. The season 
permit 
is 
$1.50 
per 
adult. 
Youngsters under 16 years of 
age are admitted free. 
This 
charge is made to provide facil­ 
ities for sportsmen as well as 
patrol throughout the season. 
Fishermen are urged to use 
receptacles for unwanted lunch 
papers, etc., in order to keep 
the fishing area in first class 
condition. Every sportsman is 
urged to do his part by abid­ 
ing by the rules and ask others 
to do likewise. 
The limit is 15 trout per day 
or not more than 10 pounds. 
No minnows or chumming is 
allowed in any lake or stream. 
Fishing in the high country 
should be late this year due to 
the heavy pack of snow and 
the late runoff. 
Coastal streams will be high, 
however, they should be clear 
providing we should have fair 
weather conditions. 
May 17 to Oct. 31: Counties 
of Plumas, Sierra, Nevada. Pla­ 
cer, Yuba, El Dorado, Alpine 
and that part of Butte south 
and east of the Feather River 
and North Fork Feather River. 
May 30 to Oct. 31: Counties 
of Del Norte 
(except 
Lakes 
Earl and Talawa), 
Humboldt 
(except certain lagoons) 
and 
entire Mad 
and 
Eel River 
drainages (except Lake Pills- 
bury). 
Now is the 
time 
to 
check 
over your trout fishing equip­ 
ment and replenish your needs. 


Some Tips On 
Cleaning Fish 


The fish you catch this sum­ 
m er will taste better if cleaned 
within a few mnutes after they 
are caught. Uncleaned fish, left 
for hours in the creel, often 
have a strong, unpleasant taste 
when cooked. 
Here are some suggestions 
for immediate cleaning: 
1. Split the fish down the 
belly from the tail to within 
a quarter-inch of the gills. 
2. Insert fingers through the 
gills and pull to remove gills 
and entrails in one motion. 
3. Clean out the dark blood 
or kidney line along the inside 
backbone with the thumbnail. 
4. Wash fish inside and then 
dry with grass, paper or cloth. 
5. Fish in the creel keep best 
in layers of dry grass. Evapora­ 
tion of moisture from the fish 
is a cooling process. Washing 
lightly before cook will restore 
moisture.

Delegates 
to 
Sportsmen’s 
Council of the Redwood Em ­ 
pire met Sunday, April 13, at 
Tan Oak Park on the Eel River. 
Paul Jones and Jerry Moon, 
president, represented the Ma­ 
rin Rod and Gun Club. The del­ 
egates met primarily to study 
and recommend p r o p o s e d 
changes in the 1958 Hunting 
Regulations. The group recom ­ 
mended that pigeon season in 
Mendocino County be opened 
on October 1 instead of Decem­ 
ber 1, and that quail season 
open in Sonoma County the 
same day that pheasant season 
opens. The delegates opposed 
the hen pheasant in the bag, 
and they opposed the bowmen’s 
request that they be given 10 
days additional hunting after 
both the early and late deer 
seasons close. 


Willis Evans reported on the 
Coyote Dam water releases. He 
said so far the Sonoma County 
Board of Supervisors have not 
agreed 
to 
release 
sufficient 
water during dry periods to 
sustain fishlife in the Russian 
River. The Sonoma delegates 
said they would continue to 
urge the Sonoma Supervisors 
to allow sufficient releases of 
water. Willis Evans stated that 
if the Supervisors refuse to 
permit proper flows of water, 
the department will appeal its 
case to the State W ater Board. 


If an appeal has to be made it 
may cost the department and 
the county of Sonoma $20,000 
to $25,000 each. 


Evans reported the removal 
of rough fish has made the 
Russian River one of the best 
steelhead streams on the coast. 


Ray Welsh reported for the 
Salmon Unlimited Committee 
of the California Wildlife Fed­ 
eration. He is chairman of the 
committee, which held its first 
organizational meeting at the 
Marin Rod and Gun Clubhouse. 
Welsh said that Salmon Unlim­ 
ited Committees were being or­ 
ganized in Oregon, Washing­ 
ton, Canada and Alaska. The 
aims of the committees will be 
to clean all s t r e a m b e d s , 
strengthen all pollution laws, 
repeal ineffective and 
unen- 
forcible laws, increase hatchery 
output to c o m p e n s a t e for 
spawning beds lost due to dam 
construction, and lastly to ob­ 
tain Federal and State funds 
for the rehabilitation of the 
salmon. 


We in Marin County can be 


proud of the fact that the Sal­ 


mon Unlimited Committee was 
organized in our county, and 
that it is headed by the presi­ 
dent of the Sportsmen’s Coun­ 
cil of the Redwood Empire, a 
Council to which we are a mem­ 
ber.

The North Atlantic Council

Vows Tight To Death7 


Combined AP & IP 
HAVANA—Rebel leader Fi­ 
del Castro vowed last night 
that hi* followers will “fight 
to the death” to overthrow 
President Fulgencio Batista’s 
“tyranny.” 
In an unprecedented broad­ 
cast over the rebel radio, Cas­ 
tro said the past, present and 
only aim of his movement is to 
overthrow the Batista regime. 
As the rebel leader spoke, 
figures circulating here indicat­ 
ed that the 24-hour toll of Cas­ 
tro’* six-day-old revolt would 
amount to about 140 dead. 
Castro said in last night’s 
broadcast that the apparent 
failure of his efforts at “total 
war” has not dampened the 
spirits of his followers. 
"We are disposed to continue 
the fight at all costs,” he said. 
“We shall not allow failure to 
betray the hope placed in us. 
We are determined simply and 
valiantly to face up to our re-

fight.” 
Cuban 
army forces today 
pursued a yachtload of rebels 
from Mexico who landed on 
Cuba’s southwest* coast in an 
attempt to open a new front for 
Castro. 
Military authorities said the 
band, unofficially estimated at 
50 in number, had landed dur­ 
ing the weekend at La Colomba 
Beach In lower Pinar del Rio 
province and scattered in the 
hills. 
The army claimed it had 
seized the yacht—and quanti­ 
ties of arms and munitions the 
invaders cached in a farm 
house. 
If the new group keeps out 
of army hands, it will be in a 
position to open up a third 
front in Castro’s guerrilla war 
against Batista. The eastern 
province of Oriente, where Cas­ 
tro landed from Mexico with 81 
men in December. 1956, is the 
focal point of the revolt. A sec­ 
ond front is operating in cen­ 
tral Cuba’s La Villas province.

Problems posed by "diplo­ 
matic immunity” made investi­ 
gation of the shooting a touchy 
matter for police.

SACRAMENTO Uft—A gray 
invasion of mosquitoes, now 
breeding in the remnants of 
this spring’s rain and floods, is 
expected to fall on the state 
this summer. 
Such an outburst undoubted­ 
ly means a new rise in encep­ 
halitis, the polio-like “sleeping 
sickness” that hits both people 
and animals. 
“We are afraid that this 
year, i f . present trends con­ 
tinue, will be perhaps as great 
as 1952,” Theodore Smith, a 
control specialist for the state 
Department of Public Health, 
said today. 
That year was the last big 
outbreak of encephalitis. 
The disease is borne by Cu- 
lex tarsalis, a variety of mos­ 
quito different from the cus­ 
tomary type. 
Smith said Culex is expected 
to be on the rise as well as 
the pesky, everyday mosquito. 
“We expect extremely bad 
conditions starting in May or 
June and from then until the 
fall,” Smith said. 
The 
disease-bearing 
mos­ 
quitoes strike mainly through 
the Central Valley, most heav­ 
ily in the southern end.
